A well-known au- 
thority on hydrophobia says it i- 
inoculated to persons, rather an- 
imals, only by doL's, cats, wolves, 
foxes, and etc. It is caused on- 
ly when the skin is broken; one- 
half the lutes never lake effect : 
but little danger where the bite 

is inflicted through the clothing, 

the virus on the teeth llrst being 
rubbed oil' on the clothing. There 
is positively no danger from hy- 
drophobia to man or beast unless 
bitten by one of the specie of an- 
imals men t ioned ahoye.

't Forget Your Cup. 

The recent |y enacted State law 
prohibiting the common drinking 
cup in Kentucky will go into ef- 
fect about May 1ft The law for- 

hids the use of common drinking 

cups on railroad trains ami in 

railroad itationa, hotels, board* 

ing houses, restaurants, steam- 

hoats, stores, ••or other publiel) 
frequented places/' No person 
or corporation in charge of such 
places shall permit the use of 
the drinking 1 up la common, and 
warning placards must he posted 
in conspicuous positions. A vio- 
lation of the provisions of this 
act is poilishabtl by a fine of not 
less than *l and not more than 
♦ 10, and each day's violation of 
any of the provisions of the act 

is to be considered a separate 
offense.
